When the dust had 
finally settled and all the ballots had been tallied, Bill Dorman emerged 
the new ASMPC President. This was one of the few times in the history 
of the college that any top officer has been elected on a write-in ballot. 
Dorman is also possibly the youngest president in the college’s history. 


Other winners in last week’s elections were: Donn Clickard, who de 
feated Ken Jones for the vice-presidency; Ken Miller, who staved off 
the write-in attack by Ron Mackie backers to win the sophomore presi- 
dent spot and Bonnie Culp, winner over Jan Warner for sophomore 
secretary 


Ed Reed, Pat Cardoza and Linda Jones, all unopposed, received 
their endorsement votes which won for them the positions of Commis- 
sioner of Publicity, Commissioner of Activities and ASMPC Secretary. 


All of the proposed constitutional amendments passed by wide 
margins. 


Campaign spirit was anything but good during the first part of the 
week as seven candidates had filed for five offices At that time Dorman 
was running for Commissioner of Publicity. Then five more candidates 
took out petitions. 


The day before elections one of the twelve candidates had to with- 
draw because of a grade deficiency. The morning of the elections came 
with everyone wondering who was going to win the big race between 
Ron Robertson and Bud Bye for president. By then Dorman had with- 
drawn for the Commissioner of publicity race leaving Ed Reed unopposed 
and had entered the contest for Sophomore President. 


At the elections assembly the big bombshell was dropped. Due to 
personal reasons, Bud Bye withdrew from the ASMPC Presidential 
race. Immediately his backers caucaused, and, led by former Student 
Body Prexy Bill Luch, decided that they wanted Bill Dorman to run. 
Luch nominated Dorman from the floor, and for the third time in this

Summer Session Begins 
Week Later Than Usual

MPC’s Summer Session will be- 
gin one week later than last year. 
This will give the students plan- 
ning to attend the session, a small 
respite from the books. 

Registration begins Monday June 
1, and ends Wednesday, June 24. 
Students are urged to register be- 
fore the session begins to assure 
acceptance in limited classes. 

New students who enroll in 
English courses must take the col- 
lege placement examination before 
completing registration. The ex- 
amination will be given at local 
high schools; for students from 
areas outside the college district in 
Room L-10 Monday, June 15, at 
MPC. 

An activity fee of $1.00, payable 
at the time of registration, will be 
charged each summer session stu- 
dent. 

MPC buses will provide trans- 
portation for students in the Santa 
Cruz and Watsonville areas as well 
as those living in Pacific Grove 
and Carmel. Buses will arrive on 
the campus at eight a.m. and leave 
at five p.m. 

All classes will meet daily ex- 
cept for the evening electronic 
courses meeting two nights a week. 
Fifteen classes are offered in the 
morning, ten in the afternoon and 
13 night, classes make up the bulk 
of the summer session program. 

A language seminar for teachers 
of foreign languages will be of- 
fered by MPC from July 13 to 
July 31. 

The University of California in 
cooperation with the National Sci- 
ence Foundation will offer three 
institutes for California junior col- 
lege teachers of engineering. 

“Executive problems in public 
relations” will be offered in sem- 
inar form at MPC this summer. 

Two University of California ex- 
tension classes in education will 
also be presented.

Language Course 
Begins in July 


A special program for teachers 
of foreign languages will be offer- 
ed by MPC July 13°:to Julys3% 
Emphasis will be placed upon 
principles of applied linguistics. 

Methods and techniques intro- 
duced are based upon the language 
teaching program developed by the 
U.S. Army Language School, Pre- 
sidio of Monterey. The teaching 
staff will consist of members of 
the Language School faculty, all 
highly experienced instructors and 
native speakers of the language 
they teach. 

The language seminar will con- 
sist of a methods and a language 
course. The methods course will 
present lectures designed to de- 


velop practical teaching methods 


following the latest findings in de- 
scriptive linguistics and educa- 
tional psychology. This course is 
required of all participants and 
will meet daily, 8:30 to 12. Three 
units are given for this course. 
An intensive course in conversa- 
tional Spanish, French or German 
will comprise the language course. 
Emphasizing pronunciation and 
fluency, the course will be con- 
ducted entirely in the foreign lan- 
guage. This class will meet daily 
for two forty-minute sessions from 
1:15 to 2:40 p.m. Participants may 
enroll in one of the three language 
courses for one unit of credit. 
The college’s summer session of- 
ficials demand several require- 
ments of student wishing to enter 
this phase of the instruction. First 
of all, the students must have com- 
pleted at least one year of high 
school level Spanish, French or 
German. Second, he must have 
completed these classes within the 
last five years in order to guarantee 
that he has not become too rusty 
on the language. A student may 
enter if he possesses an _ oral 


equivalent to the requirements.

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WILLIAMS WINS NCS JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Monterey Eighth 
At Fresno Meet 


Jackie Williams, MPC fresh- 
man, was heralded as the top Jun- 
ior College sprinter in Northern 
California today after winning 
both the 100 and 220-yard dashes 
Saturday at Fresno. 

Williams, by winning both, will 
represent the North in the State 
Junior College Track and Field 
Meet at Modesto tomorrow. 


Setting a new school record, 
Williams won the 220 in a fast 21.4 
and romped off with the 100 title 
in equally fast 9.8 time. 


The two firsts by Williams were 
all the points MPC could muster 
as they finished in a tie for eighth 
place with San Jose City College. 
Other NCS qualifiers, Larry Guil- 
ford, Claude Crabb, Dave Gray, 
Bob Avina, Ted Smith, Ben Enea, 
and Nat Allums did not place. 


Crabb, Smith and Enea did not 
go to the meet; Guilford was in- 
jured with a pulled leg muscle; and 
Gray, Allums and Avina did not 
place. 

Avina missed placing by inches 
with a best ever shot put of 45 feet 
1 inch to set a new school record. 

College of Sequoia won with 58 
points. Runners-up were Modesto 
44, Sacramento 35, Oakland 32,

Lobos Set Twelve Marks 
On Wayto Championship 


Monterey Peninsula College 
Track Team, champions of the 
Coast JC Conference, broke twelve 
of the fourteen school records this 
year. 

Jackie Williams, Larry Guil- 
ford, Jose Azevedo, and Ted 
Smith broke two records each to 
lead the re-setting of the record 
books. 

Williams broke the 100- and 220- 
yard dashes set by Ron Suslick last 
year. Williams ran the 100 in 9.7 
and 220 in 21.4 to best the old 
marks of 10.0 and 22.0. 


Guilford established new records 
in the 120 high hurdles and 220 
low hurdles in the times of 14.9 
and 23.9 respectively. 

Azevedo set the mile and two 
mile standards in the first meet he 
ran this year. Jose ran the mile in 
4:39.0 and two-mile in 10:51.0. 

Smith set new standards in the 
broad jump heights at 22-7 and the 
pole vault at 12-8. 

Other records fell to Nat AI- 
lums, Bob Avina and Dave Gray 
along with the mile relay team.

Enea Cops Three 
Athletic Awards 


Versatile athlete Benny Enea be- 
came one of the few, if not the 
only, Monterey Peninsula College 
players to letter in three major 
sports in a single year. 

Ben was one of the outstanding

game, Enea playing at the line- 
backer spot, intercepted a pass and 
ran it back 45 yards for a TD. 

This spring he turned out for 
Coach Pete Peletta’s baseball team 
and proceeded to lead the regulars 
in hitting with a booming .369 aver- 
age. Ben played all three outfield 
positions with equal finesse. His 
speed on the basepaths contributed 
to the Lobos success on the dia- 
mond. 


After baseball season ended he 
turned out for track and proceeded 
to run the 440 in his first attempt 
in 53 seconds flat; In the confer- 
ence meet at Concord, “ben. ran 
with the mile relay team and help- 
ed the team place a solid third, 
cinching the Conference title, the 
first in Monterey Peninsula Col- 
lege history. 

Ben graduated from Monterey 
Union High School in 1958 and 
was a star performer on the varsity 
football and baseball teams while 
in high school. He won All-League 
honors in both sports and was 
recognized as one of the best col- 
lege prospects on the Peninsula. 

As stated in the MPC Constitu- 
tion, any member receiving one 
point or a fraction thereof in the 
Coast JC Conference Meet will re- 
ceive an award. Under this clause, 
Ben earns three letters. 


Many athletes earned two awards 
this year and in years past, but it 
is believed that Enea is the first to 
win three in one year.

Williams, a freshman _ record 
holder of the school 100- and 220- 
yard dashes, won the right to go 
to the State Meet when he won 
the Northern California dashes. 

The State Meet, in conjunction 
with the Modesto Relays, has the 
Northern section of California 
against the Southern section. The 
first four places in each event from 
the two sections will vie for the 
State JC Championships.

Williams is centered around what 
could be the best race of the day. 
The top sprinter from the southern 
section is Jim Bates from East 
Los Angeles Junior College. Wil- 
liams runs the hundred in 9.7 while 
Bates has been clocked in 9.5. 
Williams has run the 220 in 21.4 
while no time for Bates is known. 

The only other MPC athlete 
that might see action will be hurd- 
ler Larry Guilford. Although he 
did not qualify because of an in- 
jury, Guilford may run in the open 
120 high hurdles. Guilford’s best 
time in the 120 highs is a good 
14.9.
